7 And Jezebel his wife ſaid unto 
him, Doft thou now govern 
kingdom of ifrael ? ariſe, and eat 
read, and let thine heart be merry:

8 So ſhe wrote letters in Ahab's 
name, and fealed them with his 
ſea}, and ſent the letters unto the 
elders and to the nobles that vere 


in his city, dwelling with Naboth. 


And the wrote in the letters, 
vine, Proclaim a faſt, and tet Na- 
both on high among the people: 

10 And tet two men, ſons of Be- 
lial, before him, to bear witneſs 
againſt him, faymge, Thou didit 
blaſpheme God and the king. And 
then carry him out, and fione him 
that he may die. CG: 

11 And the men of his city, even 
the elders and the nobles who were 
the inhabitants in his city, did as 
Jezebel had ſent unto them, and 
as it was written in the letters 
which the had ſent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a faſt, and ſet 
Naboth on hich among the people. 

3 there came in two men, 
children of Bel:al, and fat before 
him: and the men of Belial witnef- 
ſed againft him, egen againſt Nabo 


in the preſence of the people, ſay- 


ing, Naboth did blaſpheme God and 
the king. "Then they carried him 
forth out of the city, and ſtoned 

him with ſtones, that he died. 
14 Then they ſent to Jezcbel, ſay- 
ing, Naboth is ſtoned, and is dead. 
15 And it came to paſs, when 
lezebel heard that Naboth was 
fioned, and was dead, that Jezebel 
laid to Ahab, Ariſe, take poſſeſſion 
of the vineyard of Naboth the Jez- 
A 2 reclite, 
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Ahab and Yerzebel threatened, I. KINGS, Abab ſeduced by faiſe prophets, 


reelite, which he refuſed to give 
thee for money: for Naboth is not 
alive, but dead. 

16 And it came. to paſs, when 
Ahab heard that Naboth was dead, 
that Ahab rofe up to go down to 
the vineyard of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite, to take potieffion of it. 
17 And the word of the LORD 
came to Elijah the Titnbitc, tay ine, 
18 Ariſe, go down to meet Ahab 
king of lirae}, which it in Samaria : 
behold, te & in the vineyard of 
Naboth, whither he is gone down 


19 And thou ſhalt ſpeak unto him 
ſaving, Thus faith the LoRD, Hati 
thou killed and alſo taken poſſeſ- 
hon ? and thou thalt ſpeak unto 
him, ſaying, Thus taith the LoxD, 
In the place where dogs hcked 
the blood of Naboth, ſhall dogs 
lick thy blocd, even thine. 

20 And Ahab ſaid to Elijah, Haſt 

found me, O mine enemy ? 
and be aniwered, I have found thee : 
becauſe thou hait fold thy elt to 
Work evil in the fight of the LoRD. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy pot- 
terity, and will cut off from Ahab 
him that pifieth againſt the wall, and 
him that is ſhut up and lett in Itrael. 

22 And will make thine houſe like 
the houſe * the ſon of 
Nebat, and like the houte of Baaſha 
the ton of Ahijah, for the provoca- 
tion wherewith thou haſt provoked 
me to anger, and made Iſrael to fin. 
23 And of Jezebel alſo ſpake the 
LORN, tay ing. The dogs ſhall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. 
24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the 
city the dogs ſhall cat; and him 
that dieth in the ficld ſhall the 
fow!ls of the air cat. 

25 But there was none like un- 
to Ahab, which did fell bimſeli to 
work wickedneis in the fight of 
the LorD, whom Jezebel his wife 
ſtirred - ;

11 50 oy flew all that remained 
of the houſe of Ahab in Jezreel, 
and all his great men, and his kius- 
folks, and his prieſts, until he left 
him none remaining. 

12 And he aroſe and departed, 
and came to SamaTria, and as he was 
at the thearing-houie in the way, 

13 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and ſaid, 
Who are ye ? And they anſwered, 
We are the brethren of Ahaziah ; 
and we go down to falute the chil- 
dren of the king, and the children 
of the queen. ; 

14 And he ſaid, Take them alive. 
And they took them alive, and flew 
them at the pit of the ſnearing- 


houſe, even two and forty men; 


neither left he any of them. 
15 And when he was departed 
thence, he lighted on Jehonadab 


the ſon of Rechab coming to meet 


him : and he ſaluted him, and ſaid 
to him, Is thine heart right, as my 
heart is with thy heart ? And Jeho- 
nadab anſwered, It is. If it de, 
give me thine hand. And he gave 
bim his hand; and he took him up 
to him into the chariot, | 

16 And he ſaid, Come with me, 
and fee my zeal for the LoRD. So 
they made him ride in his chariot. 
17 And when he came to Sama- 
ria, he flew all that remained unto 
Ahab in Samaria, till he had de- 
ſtroyed him, according to the ſay- 
ing of the LORD which he ſpake

18 JJ And 
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Baa; prophets lain. 

18 J And Jehu gathered all the 
people together, and ſaid unto 
them, Ahab ſerved Baal a little; 
but Jehu thall ſetve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me 
all the prophets of Raal, all his ſer- 
vunts, and all his pricits; let none 
be wanting: for I have a rat ſa- 
crifice te do to Baal: whoſoever 
ſhall be wanting, he thall not live. 
But Jehu did ir in ſubtilty, to the 
intent that he micht deſtroy the 
worſhippers of Baal. : 

20 And Jehu faid, Proclaim a 
ſolemn aflembly for Baal. And 
they proclaimed it. 

21 And Jchu fent through all I- 
racl : all the worſhippers of 
Baal came, fo that there was not a 
man left that came not. And they 
came into the houſe of Baal; and 
the houſe of Baal was full from 
one end to another. 

22 And he taid unto him that was 
_ over the veſtry, bring forth veſt- 

ments for all the worſhippers of 

Baal. And he brought them forth 


veſtments. 


23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadab 
the ſon of Rechab, into the houſe 
of Baal, and ſaid unto the worſhip- 
pers of Baal, Search, and look that 
there be here with you none of 
the ſervants of the LorD, but the 

worſhippers of Baal only. 

24 And when they went in to 
offer ſacrifices and burnt-offerings, 
Jehu appointed fourſcore men with- 
out, and ſaid, y any of the men 
whom I have brought into your 
Hands eſcape, he that letteth bim go, 
his life all be for the life of him. 

25 And it came to paſe, as ſoun as 
he had made an end of offering the 
burnt-offering, that Jehu ſaid to the 
guard, and to the captains, Go in, 
and lay them; let none come forth. 
And they ſmote them with the edge 
of the ſword; and the guard and 
the captains caſt hn out, and went 
to the city of the houſe of Baal. 
26 And they brought forth the 
images out of the houſe of Baal, 
and burnt them. 
27 And they brake down the 
imaze of Baal, and brake down 
the houſe of Baal, and made it a 
d raught-houſe unto this day.

10 And to the captains over hun- 
dreds did the prieft give king Da- 
vid's fears and ſhields, that were 
in the temple of the LoRD.

18 And he ſaid, Take the arrows.
